fifty thousand of this amount is taken 
by fifty individuals or firms, the re­ 
maining twenty thousand will be eas­ 
ily sold to the general public. Already 
the interest is becoming keen, and 
postmasters report that sales are rap­ 
idly increasing. 
Wants 120 Agents. 
Director Cunningham will ask for 
120 agents for the sale of the gov­ 
ernment certificates in the county 
This will be done in compliance with 
the following self-explanatory letter 
from State Director Crawford John­ 
son. of Birmingham: 
We have advised you that the 
national war savings committee 
expects every state to have at 
least one sales agent for war sav­ 
ings stamps for every 300 people 
in the state. These agents are to 
be In addition to the postoffices, 
which are not counted as agents 
in this calculation. 
Alabama is therefore expected 
to have about 7,200 agents, and of 
this number your county should 
furnish 120. and at the close of 
business January 31. our records 
show that your county has only 
rj two agents. 
The time for securing 
agents 
has been extended to February 15 
and I wish to ask that you make 
a special effort for the next two 
weeks to secure ngents. 
in order to reach the number 
expected of us we must secure as 
agents, 
all 
the 
banks, stores, 
laundries, real estate and insur­ 
ance offices, railroad ag**-.ts, tele­ 
graph and telephone offices and 
manufacturing concerns 
of 
all 
kinds. 
A number 
of 
churches 
have 
qualified as agents and a number 
of school teachers have also been 
appointed. 
Please do not over­ 
look anybody. 
It 
is by no means sufficient 
that the postofflces should be the^ 
sales agents of these stumps, as 
they must be on sale at every 
place where other things are on 
sale.
